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What 120 Millions Think 
A Symposium of the American Reaction 
to the New Deal. 


This is the eleventh in a series of daily articles by Ralph W. Page,

In depicting the manifest conflicting 
interests of farmers and industrial- 
ists, I do not intend to convey the 
impression that there is a hostile at- 
titude on the part of either. The oué- 
standing fact about the American peo- 
ple is that they exhibit little or no 
hostility, anger or ill will against 
anyone. 

Besides, the commercial éra can at 
least be credited with convincing man- 
ufacturer, merchant and farmer alike 
that each one is the other fellow’s 
customer, and that customers are not 
improved by cussing them. To under- 
stand the American farmer, and what 
is happening in the great rural dis- 
tricts, we can safely leave out preju- 
dice and hostility as an item and 
concentrate on some more substantial 
aspects. 

Manned By Farmers. 

To begin with, it must be realized 
that the present department of agri- 
culture and the various bureaus oper- 
ating for farm relief, do not merely 
sympathize or co-operate with the 
farmers. They are the farmers. They 
are manned by the farmers them- 
selves to carry out the demands, doc- 
trines and plans made by the farm 
leaders. 

If one wishes to understand the 
forces and philosophy behind the re- 
covery acts so willingly passed by 
congress, all that is necessary is to 
review the program laid down by the 
farm leaders before Mr. Hoover de- 
parted. 

This program was worked out in 
the most elaborate and painstaking 
detail and was presented by the farm 
captains. Even a cursory examination 
of its contents will convince any man 
that there is something more than re- 
covery yeasting in the country side. 

Every farmer I met, every farm 
meeting I attended, every farm jour- 
nal I saw, led me straight as light to

the same source—the farmers’ pro- 


gram. 
Not “Recovery.” 

Nowhere in the program, however, 
will you find any reference to recov- 
ery. Recovery implies something tem- 
porary, some drastic improvised rem- 
edy to be discarded at the first ap- 
pearance of normality. There is noth- 
ing temporary about this philosophy. 
Hear the secretary of agriculture: 

“In the long run we ought to look 
forward to the time when the benefit 
payments can be abandoned, although 
doubtless this can be done only in 
conjunction with the development of 
a sensible land policy or tariff policy, 
or both.” 

As explained to me by farm lead- 
ers, this means that the farmer in- 
tends to be paid his share of the na- 
tional income direct, until he gets it 
without payment by a long process of 
taking land out of production or de- 
veloping a foreign market in a free 
trade world. Secretary Wallace pre- 
sented the gist of this whole political 
movement when he said before the 
Farm Bureau Federation: 

“In order to hold the gains of the 
agricultural adjustment act, it is ex- 
ceedingly important that all of us look 
at things in a very broad way. We 
must remember that this is a bigger 
problem than getting justice for agri- 
culture. What we want is a state of 
balance between agriculture, labor and 
business which will permit us all to 
engage in an ever-ascending spiral. 
The farm leader who tries to advance 
farm product prices all together out of 
line with the wages of labor is likely 
to bring disaster to the people he is 
trying to serve. In like manner, the 
labor leader who endeavors to increase 
unduly labor costs per unit of prod- 
uct sold to the farmers is in danger 
of creating serious unemployment. 
Business leaders endeavoring to take 
out of the national income more than 
modest salaries and a modest return 
on capital are almost certain to in- 
vest their excess profits in ways which 
bring about an excess over consump- 
tion and thus destroy the state of 
just social balance which we are striv- 
ing to create.” 

“Modest” Returns. 


This statement suggests no animos- 
ity, recognizes the brotherhood of all 
classes of the population, and desires 
to harm no man, But please observe, 
it calls for “modest salaries’ and 
“modest returns” on capital.” If this 
doesn’t look directly toward a limita- 
tion of profits and somebody’s de- 
cision besides stockholders as to the 
wages to be paid workmen, it means 
nothing at all. It might be construed 
as a pious wish, or bucolic hookum. 

Those who think so had better re- 
view the fate of other rural demands. 
They should consider Muscle Shoals, 
Boulder dam, the Great Coulee dam,

rest of the water and power projects 
in force or under way. 

These doubters also should remem- 
ber the government’s refunding of 
their mortgages, and the government's 
assumption of home mortgages. They 
have seen parity between farm prices 
and what the farmer pays establish- 
ed—established as firmly as a na- 
tional policy—as manhood suffrage 
—the farmers say. 

Whether this parity will be con- 
tinued by direct government  pay- 
ments, by federal repurchase of un- 
profitable farms, or by a new fright- 
fulness in the way of free trade with 
the earth, remains to be seen. That 
the farmer's debts will be com- 
promised, or paid in cheap dollars, 
and his share of the national income 
increased, may be safely assumed to 
be a major, permanent purpose, and 
no passing “recovery” idea. 

Tobacco Example. 

How this “modest” salary and 
“modest” return on capital strike the 
average man is demonstrated by what 
I was told in North Carolina. For 
years the farmers and tenants on the 
tobacco farms, making flue-cured to- 
bacco for cigarets, have not only 
made nothing, they contend, but they 
have gone into the last stages of debt, 
pitiful poverty, and to the edges of 
degradation. Meanwhile tobacco com- 
panies have become fabulously rich, 
increased earnings and surplus and 
controlled the point of view and the 
action of all branches of the state 
government, 

Years of complaint by the growers 
brought the same answer—that the 
price was controlled not by the com- 
panies, but by a law of God, by the 
infallil@e, unchangeable laws of eco- 
nomics, and that nothing could pos- 
sibly be done about it. 

In North Carolina I tackled a lead- 
ing grower who patronized a local 
warehouse and asked what happened. 
I give his story not as an accurate 
statement of all the facts, but to 
show his point of view—what he he- 
lieved happened and what all the rest 
of the growers believe.

All this probably will appear to 
the average reader as fair. But I 
want to point out that the very idea 
that fairness had -anything to do 
with the price of manufacturer paid 
for his material is not only some- 
thing new under the sun, but is a 
radical departure from the “Ameri- 
can system’ and from the possibili- 
ties heretofore admitted by orthodox 
political economists. It is “regulat- 
ed” industry. It is an attempt at an 
artificial distribution of wealth. 

To be sure it was done in this case 
under cover of a national emergency, 
but if anything about the situation 
is plain it is that not only the farm- 
ers, but the merchants and a great 
many industrialists are committed to 
this procedure as a permanent pol- 
icy. 

It is the very pith of the agricul- 
tural program, the life of the labor 
councils, the theme of the churches, 
the new doctrine of the universities, 
the secret of the invincible ee 
of the new deal, It may not be prac- 
tical or desirable to dictate sych 
things.

CHARLES R. FLINT, 84, 
DIES IN WASHINGTON 


‘Father of Trusts’ Succumbs; 


Once Was Associate of 
W.-R. Grace. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—(P)— 
Charles R. Flint, shipowner and fi- 
nancier, died at the Shoreham hotel 
in Washington, business associates 
here were notified today. He was 84 
years old. 


Flint was widely known as “the fa- 
ther of trusts” because of his activi- 
ties In organizing more than a score 
of the largest industrial and financial 
firms in the country. He always in- 
sisted that trusts, as he formed them, 
never would have proved a bane to 
industry. | 


A native of Portland, Maine, he 
went to work as a young man for the 
late W. R. Grace, the ship owner. 
Eventually he became a partner in 
the company, receiving a 22 per cent 
interest in the Grace corporations in 
New York, Chile, San Francisco and 
Peru. Later he established his own 
company. . 

In 1889, he fitted out ships for the 
revolutionists who deposed the Empe- 
ror Don Pedro, of Brazil, and 15 years 
later he sold the Russian empire 20 
submarines and torpedo boats for 
about $30,000,000. 

He was rated as one of the wealthi- 
est men in the United States, esti- 
mates of his fortune having ranged 
from $100,000,000 to $200,000,000 
when he retired in 1931.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Feb. 13.— 
(P)}—Repeating under cross-examina- 
tion his denial that he assaulted 
Blanche Ralls, Alabama _ divorcee, 
Lieutenant John H. Murrel, former 
West Point football star, testified in 
his trial today that his accuser was 
in a “drunken condition” at the time 
of the alleged attack.

He planned to stop there until Miss 
Ralls recovered, Lieutenant Murre] re- 
lated. Previously he had testified of 
being introduced to her at a night club 
and of being left with her when other 
members of the party departed early 
on the morning of October 22 lost. 

“Why did you take her to the mili- 
tary reservation?” Lieutenant Murrel 
was asked by E. A. McDaniel, defense 
attorney. 

“IT did not know what to do with 
her, sir,” he answered, adding: 

“She was in a drunken condition. 
If I had taken her to a hotel I didn’t 
know how to register her. I didn’t 
want to be seen downtown with her. 
I didn’t want to leave her to the jail 
or to the street. I only knew she was 
with our party and I had to take care 
of her.” 

Murrel testified that his mother was

take care of her.” 

“I stopped at the 
cause if I had been seen by enlisted 
meu with a vomiting woman in my 
ear at that time of day it would not 
have been so good for an officer.

the Austrian crisis Tuesday included: 


BERLIN—A foreign office spokes- 
man said: “We... are most anxious 
that peace shall prevail over there, 
but peace cannut come so long ‘as 
Chancellor Dollfuss and Vice Chan- 
cellor Fey base their regime on Aus- 
trian bayonets and foreign sympathies, 
not upon the will of the Austrian peo- 
ple.” Germany is determined, he added, 
not to interfere. 

PARIS—Henry Berenger, chairman 
of the senate foreign affairs commit- 
| tee, unofficially proposed armed pro- 
'tection of Austria's independence by 
| French, Italian and British troops. 

He predicted “the begginning of a 
/war in Europe and the end of the 
| League of Nations” if Chancellor Doll- 
‘fuss loses control unless “an interna- 
tional army is sent.” 

MOSCOW-—Soviet Russia watched 
the Austrian situation closely and 
Pravda, communist party organ, urged 
French and Austrian workers to form 
a “united front” against fascists and 
declared “the demonstrations and gen- 
eral strikes in France and Austria 
show the revolutionary forces against 
fascism are rising and ripening.” 

LONDON—Foreign Secretary § Sir 
John Simon told the house of com- 
mons that the British government 
had no intention of interfering in the 
internal affairs of another country.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(/)— 
The civil works administration is con- 
sidering discharging within the next 
few days 200,000 or more men now 
employed on federal projects located 


on private land throughout the east | 


and south. 

Harry L. Hopkins, administrator, 
and a group of civil works officials 
were reported to have conferred at 
length today on the question of 
whether to continue work on special 
projects for -the department of agri- 
culture, the Smithsonian Institution, 
and the public health service. 

The agriculture department is em- 
ploying a large number of men in 
Maryland and near-by sections in an 
effort to eradicate the Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever tick. In a number 
of southern states men have been try- 
ing to eliminate cattle fever ticks, 
while in Atlanta and New York, as 
well as other places, they have been 
attempting rat extermination. 

Other projects of this type include 
campaigns against the gypsy moth and 
the Dutch elm disease. 

In 17 southern states, the public 
health service is trying to drive out 
mosquitoes in an effort to control ma- 
laria. 

It was said that the excavation of 
Indian mounds and sites in Florida 
and other states also might be stop- 
ped. Final decision has not yet been 
made. 

Some officials said it had not been 
definitely determined whether the men 
would be taken off civil works pay 
rolls completely or merely transferred 
to other projects.

Double Purpose. 

“Posting of the provisions,” said 
an A announcement, “is designed 
not only to acquaint employes with 
their rights under codes but also to 
protect employers from complaints 
made in ignorance\of code provisjons 
and to protect faithfully-compl¥ing 
employers from chiseling competitors.” 

The rule was issued under an execu- 


tive order signed by President Roose- 
velt February 8 which restated that 
whatever regulations might be issued 
under it-by the administrator for in- 
destrial recovery were enforceable un- 
der the act and that violations were 
subject to the fine or imprisonment 
prescribed in the act. This penalty 
under Johnson’s order was made ap- 
plicable not only to those failing to 
post the regulations but to anyone 
posting incorrect copies.
